T h e attention of the charitably 
disposed people of Sedalia is direct­ 
ed to the plan proposed for a c o ­ 
operation of the city and county 
authorities in an effort to establish 
a hospital for the relief of the most 
needy and destitute sick who are 
thrown upon the care of the city. 
It is proposed to rent a suitable 
building and to use it as a tempo­ 
rary home or hospital for sheltering 
those unfortunates who are unable 
to provide for themselves. 
There 
is an urgent need for this work. 
The 
D e m o c r a t 
understands 
that 
Mayor Stevens and Judge Dalby are 
both impressed with the need for 
some such provision and that their 
efforts will be seconded by some of 
the best ladies of the city. 


T h e r e is a money famine in this 
country. 
The circulating medium 
has 
disappeared. 
Whether it has 
been l©st, 
burned 
or 
destroyed 
cuts no figure. 
It is gone and its 
absence constitutes an emergency 
that would justify congress in pro­ 
ceeding 
to supply the deficiency 
just as though no money had ever 
been issued or coined. 
It would 
be a just retribution if tfie men who

should 
speedily find

place in the channels of trade taken 
by some other kind of circulating 
medium. 
Congress 
can 
do this. 
The United States government can 
issue treasury notes, which the peo­ 
ple will gladly take as money. 
The 
payment of pensions and govern­ 
ment expenses can be provided for 
in advance in this way and the issue 
deposited in the national banks all 
over the country until it is needed, 
and then the revenues of the govern­ 
ment can be used to buy up and 
cancel government bonds, and so 
an 
interest-bearing 
debt 
can 
be 
gotten rid of. The conspirators who 
started the panic and 
those 
who 
are hoarding money are at war with 
the people, and a government of the 
people is justified in protecting its 
citizens against domestic as well as 
against foreign enemies. 
We need 
more silver, to be sure, but what we 
need worse than anything else is a 
little more iron at Washington. 


A S IL L Y ARGUMENT. 
One of the stock arguments of 
the goldbug is that« with free coin­ 
age there is nothing to prevent a 
syndicate from going on the market 
and buying up silver bullion at a 
low price

lishing the gold standard is to make 
a dear dollar. 
It was for this pur­ 
pose that silver has been demone­ 
tized in this and other nations.

sent it to 
Lang with the request that the m at­ 
ter be laid before the police. 
The chief sent Sergeant Tarpley 
to the office of Eli Little & Co., 
who conduct the lottery company 
in the Portsmouth'building, and he 
brought in the manager, a dapper 
young fellow of the name of Wing. 
Wing’s defense was the familiar one 
that the 
ticket was 
not genuine. 
“ The police department is tired of 
acting as a collection agency for 
the people all over the country,” 
the chief said to him, “ and we do 
not propose to do so. 
We intend 
to run out all swindling concerns 
which call themselves lotteries.”

place on sale at a commission. 
In the case of J. B. Rcabold, of 
Magnolia, Miss., who held a win­ 
ning ticket on which payment was 
refused.
